Passions run high over gun control 


Lawrenceburg residents'views 
vary on hot-button issue

The nation is divided over the 
hotly contested issue of gun con¬ 
trol, and Anderson County is no 
exception. 

As Americans hold their 
breath while waiting for the 
president to reveal his promised 
measures on gun control later 
this week, residents here aren’t 
shy on sharing their views, 
including one woman who vows 
no one will take away her fire¬ 
arms. 

“My [late] husband is a Marine 
who fought for five years in Viet¬ 
nam and I’ll be damned if I’ll let 
[the Obama administration] take 
away my guns,” said Lawrence¬ 
burg resident Sandra Leeds. “If 
people give up their guns they 
can bend over and kiss their free¬ 
doms goodbye. 


“During the past election 
this country became a socialist 
nation, and if I have to go out 
fighting, so be it.” 

Other Anderson Countians 
have opposing views, particu¬ 
larly when it comes to what 
is seemingly the crux of the 
firearms debate: military-styled 
rifles, labeled by some as “assault 
weapons,” large capacity ammu¬ 
nition magazines and more strin¬ 
gent background checks. 

“I don’t have a problem 
with people owning guns,” said 
Lawrenceburg resident Cindy 
Rohatch. “My problem is people 
owning assault weapons. They 
are for the sole purpose of killing 
a lot of people very quickly and 
I don’t think they should be sold 
to citizens.” 

What isn’t debatable is the 
speed with which guns of all 
makes and models are being pur¬ 
chased, along with ammunition 
and high-capacity magazines.

To understand Lawrence- 
burg’s future, start with the 
Kentucky River. 

Bill Bryant, Anderson County 
native and co-author of the 
pictorial history volume “Law¬ 
renceburg,” opened to the first 
page of “Lawrenceburg” and a 


black and white photo of the 
river. 

Technically, it’s a rejuvenated 
spring that fell 300-400 feet 
from its original location, he 
says. 

The river is the same water 
source for the former Cedar

Rash of copper 
thefts under 
investigation 

$40,000 in losses racked up in week as 
criminals target outdoor air conditioners

A recent “rash” of copper thefts in the city 
prompted Police Chief Chris Atkins to ask the 
city council, and Lawrenceburg citizens as well, 
to look out for suspicious activity. 

Atkins reported the recent 
increase of copper thefts in the city 
during a departmental report at the 
city council’s Monday meeting. 

“They’re targeting specific items 
outside of residences and business¬ 
es,” Atkins said at the meeting. 

The police department is cur¬ 
rently investigating 11 cases of 
copper thefts that occurred over a week period, 
Atkins said. 

Officer Jeremy Cornish, who is supervising 
investigation, said thieves are targeting mostly 
businesses and have caused about $40,000 worth 
of damage. 

Cornish said one business, Century Bank, had 
two air conditioning units stolen, totaling $9,000 
in damages. 

Atkins asked for Anderson County residents to 
observant and give either the city police depart¬ 
ment or the sheriff’s office a call if they witness 
suspicious activity. 

“Something that costs $8,000 worth of damage, 
they’re getting $200 worth of metal,” Cornish said 
of the units’ value, adding city police does have a

County losing 
thousands 
in uncollected 
booze permits 

Last permit sold in 2010 called'voluntary'

County government has for years failed to col¬ 
lect thousands of dollars in taxes by not enforc¬ 
ing an ordinance that requires stores selling pack¬ 
aged liquor and beer to 
purchase a license. 

Retailers that sell 
malt beverages such as 
beer are, by ordinance, 
required to purchase a 
$140 license each year. 

Those selling liquor are 
required to purchase a 
license for $400. Retail¬ 
ers selling both are required to purchase both. 

A quick count of locations selling packaged 
beer comes to roughly 25 in and around Law¬ 
renceburg, along with five liquor stores. 

The issue arose several weeks ago when 
County Clerk Jason Denny was questioned 
why the budget he presented to the Anderson 
County Fiscal Court included no money for those

Brook Distillery, which operated a 
water pipeline to the former Cedar 
Brook pump station. 

A pump station that later was 
converted into Bat Rock summer 
camp in the 1920s and ‘30s. 

Agriculture followed the river, 
and so did local industries with bour¬ 
bon, horses and factories. 

They’re telling a story through 
the photos, Bill said of the book.

Lawrenceburg man’s home 
seized in pill mill arrest 

Singleton faces distribution, money laundering charges

A Lawrenceburg man was 
charged Monday with prescription 
drug and money laundering charges, 
according to an announcement from 
Attorney General Jack Conway and 
US Attorney Kerry B. Harvey. 

Ernest William Singleton, who 
owned a home in Lawrenceburg and 
a farm in Willisburg, Washington 
County, was arrested at the Wash¬ 
ington County Sheriff’s Office and 
charged with conspiracy to distrib¬ 
ute oxycodone and conspiracy to 
launder funds from October 2010 
until January 2013. 

Those properties and others have 
been seized, according to the news 
release, including a home he owned 
at 1044 Running Brook, the AG’s 
office said. 

“Illegal pill mills have fueled the 
prescription drug epidemic in Ken¬ 
tucky that now kills more people 
than traffic accidents,” Conway said 
in a news release. 

Singleton had multiple business 
holdings, including the Central 
Kentucky Bariatric and Pain Man¬ 
agement Center, formerly in George¬ 
town, and Grand County Wellness 
Clinic in Dry Ridge. 


In addition to the indictment, 
Singleton is also subject to the for¬ 
feiture of farm land, vehicles, busi¬ 
nesses and other property that were 
acquired as proceeds of or used to 
facilitate the alleged crimes. Search 
and seizure warrants were executed 
Monday at numerous locations, 
including a Georgetown pharmacy 
co-owned by Singleton and two pri¬ 
vate residences in Springfield and 
Lawrenceburg. 

Singleton closed his pain man¬ 
agement centers in Kentucky and 
opened a center in Jeffersonville, 
Ind., following the implementation 
of House Bill 1. 

A date for Singleton to appear in 
federal court has not yet been set. If 
convicted, he faces a maximum of 20 
years in prison on each count. 

While no physicians were named 
in this indictment, the Kentucky 
Board of Medical Licensure (KBML) 
has taken disciplinary action against 
five doctors affiliated with the Cen¬ 
tral Kentucky Bariatric and Pain 
Management Center and Grant 
County Wellness Clinic. Two have 
agreed to indefinite practice restric¬ 
tions and must pay $10,000 fines for 
violating the Medical Practice Act.

licenses. Denny said his office sells 
those licenses, but is not involved in 
enforcement to ensure business pur¬ 
chase them. 

When the fiscal court met last 
Tuesday morning, code enforce¬ 
ment officer Doug Ingram said he 
has researched the issue and deter¬ 
mined that no retailer has purchased 
a license since 2010, about a year 
before he was hired. 


“It hasn’t been enforced for some 
time,” Ingram said. 

After the meeting, Denny said 
Ingram is correct, and that the 2010 
permit purchase was almost certain¬ 
ly voluntary. 

“They probably realize that no 
one else was purchasing one and 
decided they didn’t have to, either,” 
Denny said. 

Judge-Executive John Wayne Con¬ 
way said the issue would likely be 
addressed during a fiscal court meet¬ 
ing next month.

couple leads for suspects. 

Atkins said all of the copper theft 
cases are still under investigation 
by the city police department, so 
he could not release specific infor¬ 
mation regarding when the thefts 
began.

Kenny Barnett Jr. is a 
federally licensed fire¬ 
arms dealer in Anderson 
County who teaches 
classes that allow resi¬ 
dents to carry concealed 
firearms. He said the 
price of nearly every¬ 
thing related to guns 
and ammunition has 
soared since the debate 
began shortly after 
dozens of children and 
adults were murdered at 
an elementary school in 
Connecticut. 

“AR-15-styled weap¬ 
ons that used to sell 
for $650 are now up to 
$1,300 to $1,400,” Barnett 
said. “It’s the same for 
anything with a high- 
capacity magazine. Any¬ 
thing that holds more 
than 10 rounds is almost 
impossible to get, even 
for dealers. 

“A magazine that 
would normally sell for 
$13 is now selling for $60 
or $70.” 

Barnett said people 
aren’t only stocking up 
on firearms. 

“Ammo is the same 
way. The .223 and .556 
rounds for ARs... people 


used to buy two or three 
boxes, now they’re buy¬ 
ing it by the case,” Bar¬ 
nett said. “It has even 
extended down to .22. 
People are scared and 
they’re stocking up.” 

Lawrenceburg resi¬ 
dent Phil Quire said he 
is among those looking 
to stockpile ammuni¬ 
tion, but is having little 
success in doing so. He 
said he recently trav¬ 
eled to Florida and 
found ammunition par¬ 
ticularly hard to find. 

“I stopped at every 
store that we could 
stop at and I couldn’t 
find ammo for hardly 
anything,” he said. “I 
couldn’t find anything 
for my .45, my 9mm or 
.223 AR. I couldn’t even 
find .270 Winchester 
rounds for hunting.” 

That, he said, not con¬ 
fiscation, is his primary 
concern. 

“I’m worried about 
the ability to buy 
ammo,” he said. “This is 
a constitutional issue. 
The way they do the 
laws they give criminals 
protection, not law-abid¬ 
ing citizens. I have the 
full right and privilege 
to carry and bear arms

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Conceal carry demand up, too 

Kenny Barnett Jr., a federally licensed firearms dealer and conceal carry 
permit instructor, says the demand for those permits has skyrocketed 
during the past month. 

Barnett said he has offered monthly classes for the past several years, 
usually with five to seven students signing up. 

Since the debate over gun control began, though, he said demand has 
increased. 

"I had a class during the first part of January with 11 people, and already 
have enough interest for a second class in January," he said. 

The classes, which are required to legally conceal a firearm in Kentucky, 
range between six and eight hours and include classroom training, 
videos, safety and how to handle and clean firearms. 

The classes cost $75, and a $60 fee is required to actually purchase the 
permit, which is good for five years. 

Barnett is one of several instructors who offers the class in Anderson 
County, and can be reached at 502-680-6888. 


matter what.” 

Lawrenceburg resi¬ 
dent Dennis Schraub 
said there’s more to the 
2nd Amendment to the 
Constitution than gun 
advocates like to quote 
and is he is in full favor 
of some restrictions. 

“The gun manufac¬ 
turers are getting rich 
off this perceived idea 
fostered by the NRA and 


the right wing media 
that someone is going to 
come and take your guns 
away,” he said. “Any 
rational person would 
realize this isn’t going to 
happen, nor is there any 
legislation to do so pres¬ 
ently, nor in the future. 

“This same pattern 
occurred after the presi¬ 
dent’s first term election. 
No one took away your 


guns then, and they 
aren’t going to do it 
now.” 

Lawrenceburg resi¬ 
dent Michael Warfield 
said he disagrees. 

“It really frustrates 
me what the govern¬ 
ment is trying to do,” 
said Warfield, an avid 
hunter and shooter who 
just recently obtained 
his conceal carry per¬ 
mit. “I don’t think strict¬ 
er laws will change any¬ 
thing. There are more 
people killed by knives 
than firearms.” 

As for those firearms, 
Warfield said owning 
them is his right. 

“That’s in the Consti¬ 
tution,” he said. 

“That’s mine, and 
that’s why I live in 
America.” 

Schraub said he 
favors a ban on high- 
capacity magazines 
along with more strin¬ 
gent oversight on own¬ 
ing firearms. 

“Why would anyone 


object to making high- 
capacity magazines ille¬ 
gal? If you need 30 plus 
bullets to bring down a 
deer, maybe you should 
take up another activ¬ 
ity,” he said, adding that 
no one objects to hav¬ 
ing to obtain a driver’s 
license to operate a 
vehicle. 

“You are moving sev¬ 
eral tons of metal down 
a road at high speed and 
yet you object to the 
same type of restrictions 
on a gun owner, whose 
device (a gun) has only 
one purpose, and that is 
to kill, excluding target 
shooting, of course.” 

Leeds said her main 
reason for owning fire¬ 
arms is protection. 

“I want to protect 
myself and if someone 
comes to the door to 
harm me, they need to 
know that I don’t shoot 
to wound, I shoot to kill.”

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Recycling building troubles leave magistrates stumped 


Court to consider alternate design, location to lower cost

Just moments after being 
told by their highway fore¬ 
man that water and gas lines 
for a new recycling building 
were about to be completed, 
fiscal court magistrates admit¬ 
tedly had more questions 
than answers about how, or if, 
that building will actually be 
built. 

The building, which was 
to be the centerpiece of the 
county’s burgeoning recycling 
program, has become a sore 
spot for magistrates after bids 
for it came in at more than 
twice the $325,000 they voted 
to spend to have it built. 

During a special called fis¬ 
cal court meeting last Tues¬ 
day morning, they seemed at 
a loss of what to do next. 

“I don’t even know where 
to begin,” said Magistrate 
David Ruggles, who chairs the 
county’s solid waste commit¬ 
tee. 

During the meeting, archi¬ 
tect Larry Cann of Cann-Tech 
tried to explain why the bids 
for the building came in at 
nearly $700,000. He said one 
major factor was that the 
amount of concrete needed 
doubled due to unexpected 
soil issues at the building site. 

He said that when the cur¬ 
rent highway facility was 
constructed, dirt was moved 
from that site to the proposed 
recycling building site. When 


that site’s soil was tested, he 
said planned gravel drive¬ 
ways had to be converted to 
concrete. That, he said, means 
that the original plan to use 
200 yards of concrete soared 
to roughly 400 yards. 

Another factor is labor, 
he said, because any public 
building over $250,000 falls 
under the state’s requirement 
that those building it be paid 
what’s known as prevailing 
union wage, which added tens 
of thousands of dollars to the 
cost. 

“Short of finding a new 
location, I don’t have an 
answer on how to get it to 
budget,” Cann said. 

“So what you’re saying is 
that we need to back up and 
punt?” asked Judge-Executive 
John Wayne Conway. 

“We might be able to get 
closer to budget, but we need 
to regroup and see what we 
need to do,” Cann replied. 

Magistrates have already 
spent in well in excess of 
$100,000 to remodel the coun¬ 
ty’s recycling program. A state 
grant for $125,000 has already 
been spent on recycling bins 
and equipment that was sup¬ 
posed to end curbside pickup 
and offer residents a chance 
to drop off recyclables at 
various locations around the 
county. 

Another $10,000 was spent 
moving water and gas lines, 
and magistrates late last year 


approved spending $19,000 in 
architectural fees. 

Conway said last Tues¬ 
day that an alternate loca¬ 
tion would incur even more 
expense. 

“If we have to have anoth¬ 
er site there’s another $5,500 
for [soil testing,] he said. 

Magistrate Buddy Sims, 
who voted against spending 
the $325,000 on the building, 
questioned how much use the 
recycling bins will receive. 

He said one idea would be to 
put the bins out before going 
any further on the building 
to determine how big it would 
actually need to be. 

He said he supports recy¬ 
cling, but not the amount of 
money being spent. 

“I’ve talked to people who 
say we won’t patch their pot¬ 
holes but will spend money 
on recycling,” Sims said. 

Magistrate Kenny Barnett 
said he would like to see the 
fiscal court go back to its orig¬ 
inally planned smaller build¬ 
ing that would cost between 
$50,000 and $60,000. 

The cheaper building was 
previously discussed by Rug¬ 
gles, who said the idea behind 


the more expensive building 
is to save on labor costs. 

Conway said the county 
would have to hire one full¬ 
time and one part-time work¬ 
er for the more expensive 
building; four more full-time 
workers for the cheaper ver¬ 
sion. 

“I don’t see needing any 
more labor for that building,” 
Barnett said, adding that he 
would prefer the building 
be constructed in the county 
park. 

“I’d like to see it in the 
park because where it is now 
there’s no room to grow,” Bar¬ 
nett said. “This wasn’t thought 
through very well. There 
hasn’t been enough discus¬ 
sion.” 

“I think we messed up by 
doing what we done,” said 
Magistrate Forest Dale Ste¬ 
vens. “We need a building 
that’s a lot cheaper and that’s 
what we’re going to try to do.” 

Stevens said he has spoken 
with Conway since last Tues¬ 
day’s meeting about shortcuts 
that can be taken, ways to cut 
back on the amount of con¬ 
crete needed and building the 
structure out of wood instead 


of steel. 

“We’re looking at different 
options,” he said. 

Conway said last Tuesday 
that he and Ruggles spent 
“a lot of time” on recycling, 
and that if anyone needs to 
be blamed for what has gone 
wrong, it’s him. 

“I’ll take all the blame for 
this,” he said while remind¬ 
ing magistrates that at the 
beginning of the recycling 
discussion last year, he 
favored mandatory trash and 
recycling pickup to avoid the 
county’s current problems. 

“As long as I’m in this chair 
I won’t bring up mandatory 
trash and recycling again,” 
Conway vowed. “Every time I 
have I’ve taken hits from vari¬ 
ous people.” 

Mandatory collection was 
discussed several times dur¬ 
ing fiscal court meetings but 
never taken to a vote. Ruggles 
also supported the measure, 
as did Magistrate Juretta 
Wells, who said last Tuesday 
that magistrates now must sit 
down and figure out what to 
do. 

Conway has said several 
times that he did not have the 
votes to get it enacted. 

Stevens has never publi- 
cally stated his stance on 
mandatory collection, but said 
by phone that although he 
hates to go to it, it is “probably 
the best thing to do.”

Focus needs to be 
on psych drugs, too 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

Let’s steer the mass murder conversation away from 
gun control and put it where it belongs: drugs. 

Specifically psychotropic drugs — you know, the ones adver¬ 
tised on television that include a full slate of nightmarish side 
effects, including delusional acts and suicide. 

Yet the reporting on the shootings in Colorado 
and Connecticut are virtually bereft of any dis¬ 
cussion about these types of drugs, despite the 
constant references to both shooters having serious 
ongoing mental health issues. 

And in neither case has it been disclosed, nor 
will it be, which of the panoply of psychotropic 
drugs these obviously psychotic young men were 
on when they murdered dozens of people. 

One major reason for the silence is the Health 
Insurance Portability and Accountability Act, 
more commonly known by the acronym, HIPPA. 

Enacted in the mid-1990s, HIPPA was designed 
to do a lot of things, including forbiding health¬ 
care providers from releasing medical information without a 
patient’s consent. 

No one wants their personal medical information bruited all 
over town, so in that sense the act works as designed. 

But, if memory serves, that was also around the time phar¬ 
maceutical companies began to sidestep physicians and began 
marketing their products to the masses. Their emphasis then 
and now is to convince as many people as possible that they are 
either depressed, deprived of sleep, sexually impotent or have 
children who are entirely too active and need a pill to calm 
down. 

The rare side effects such as nightmares, psychotic episodes, 
rectal bleeding and suicide, just to name a few, are mentioned 
during the onslaught of TV commercials, but appear like the 
fine print on the back of a lottery ticket so as not to discourage 
too many users. 

But like the lottery, someone’s going to win or, in the case 
of these pills, lose, and go absolutely bonkers on a schoolroom 
filled with children or a movie theater filled with Batman fans. 

Yet when the obvious question of why someone would do 
such a hideous thing surfaces, the pills these people have taken 
are immediately removed from the equation, leaving investi¬ 
gators to mull other possible solutions, including the fact that 
they had, or had access to, guns. 

Meanwhile the pill factories — held harmless thanks to 
HIPPA — tirelessly continue to push their dope while hoping no 
one notices the connection. 

Think I’m nuts and should be taking some pills of my own? 
Perhaps, but for every dollar the National Rifle Association 
uses to keep state and federal lawmakers in line, the pharma¬ 
ceutical companies donate 100 or more. 

Does that mean the pharmaceutical companies are to blame 
for these mass shootings? No, it wasn’t their intent to drive peo¬ 
ple loony, just as it isn’t Smith & Wesson’s intent that someone 
use its products to commit murder.

I’ve written plenty in the past few 
months about the county’s recycling saga, and need to 
make amends for an oversight. 

I have lobbied long and hard, albeit in vain, for the fiscal 
court to adopt mandatory trash and recycling, and have cred¬ 
ited on several occasions Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway 
and Magistrate David Ruggles for attempting to get it enacted. 

I only recently found out that Magistrate Juretta Wells sup¬ 
ported it, too. 

While I normally don’t like to ask magistrates how they 
intend to vote on an issue, mandatory collection was never 
brought to a vote and, in retrospect, I should have sought opin¬ 
ions from each magistrate, including Wells. 

I’ve already apologized to her for not doing so, and I apolo¬ 
gize to you, our readers, as well.

Warmer temps give gardeners jump start 


year has passed since 
the first 
public 
hearing, and 
Anderson County 
residents — 
namely the Plan¬ 
ning and Zoning 
Board — are still 
not quite sure 
about moving 
forward with an 
historic district in 
downtown Law¬ 
renceburg. 

To be sure, the 
establishment of a historic 
district should not be taken 
lightly. 

I think it’s fair to say no 
one wants downtown Law¬ 
renceburg to fall apart. 

The more cynical of us 
may say it’s doing a good job 
of falling apart already. 

The creation of a historic 
district does help those who 
have the means and the 
dedication to fix up historic 
residences and buildings on 
Main Street, but will it help 
everyone? 

I’ve been following the his¬ 
toric district recommendation 
as it makes its way through 
the proper channels in city 
government and a few of the 
same questions keep popping 
up, so I thought I’d address 
them: 

“The commission will tell 
me what color to paint my 
house.” 


Answer: Yes and no. 

The five-member historic 
district commission has not 
set any of its own additional 
guidelines on design stan¬ 
dards or historic rehabilita¬ 
tion rules. 

But it does have the 
authority to do so, according 
to city ordinance. 

Theoretically speaking, 
that could include paint color. 

But any design standards 
chosen by the commission are 
subject to a public hearing 
before each designation, and 
any expansion or amendment 
of preservation guidelines 
must be submitted to both 
the Planning and Zoning 
Board and the city council for 
comment. 

So what guidelines will 
they use? 

Answer: The Department 
of the Interior’s guidelines. 

The Department of the 
Interior’s Technical Preser¬ 
vation Services has its own 
set of standards, which the 
ordinance says will apply to 
all property designated as 
historic. 

These guidelines essen¬ 
tially steer property owners 
through the process of restor¬ 
ing their historic property 
in a way that maintains the 
structure’s original historic 
nature, while also allowing 
people to receive tax credits 
for their renovation projects.

W elcome to the new 
normal of warm 
winters and even 
warmer summers. 

Hey, most of us would 
winter in Florida or Arizona 
if we could. Now we can just 
stay home. 

The NOAA announced 
2012 was the 
warmest on 
record, since it 
started keeping 
records. Wow. 

At this rate 
we’ll be mov¬ 
ing the USDA 
zone map lines 
for planting. 

Maybe and 
maybe not. 

Travel back 
in time to Janu¬ 
ary 1994 and 
Shelbyville recorded the 
history-making 37 degrees 
below zero on Jan. 19 of 
that year. That same record 
cold spell brought with it 2 
feet of snow. Glad I hadn’t 
moved here that year. 

My point is that we have 
extreme weather all the 
time. It’s the normal. 

Go even further back 
in time to January and 
February of 1937 when the 
great Ohio River flooded 90 
percent of Louisville. That 
January, 19 inches of rain 
fell. In 1943 the heat kicked 
in and the mercury rose 
to 79 degrees, in January. 
Finally, let’s not forget the 
Ohio Valley ice storm that 
hit January 26-28 in 2009.1 
was here for that one, and 


we all know it was no fun. 

Bottom line, the weather 
in Kentucky can go from 
one extreme to another. If 
the average temperatures 
are going to permanently 
be above normal, then we 
can grow more diverse 
plants. Speaking of plants, 
let’s get some started. 

We are rapidly moving 
toward the end of Janu¬ 
ary, when we will have 10 
hours of daylight. Yea. It 
really helps to have more 
daylight, even when you’re 
growing indoors under 
lights. Let’s get our seed 
starting ducks in a row. First 
and most important is to 
gather your seed starting 
mix. You can buy some or 
you can make your own 
organic mix. 

To make your own mix 
you need to find the garden 
center that has more than 
just a bag of mix. Mix one 
part perlite, 1 part vermicu- 
lite, two parts sphagnum 
peat moss and four parts 
compost (screened to be 
fine). You will not have to 
fertilize. Moisten it with 
water so it’s as wet as a 
damp sponge. Then plant 
your seeds. 

I’ve been looking for new 
vegetable plants to try this 
year and there are some 
cool ones out for 2013. You 
really should go online and 
check out the new introduc¬ 
tions in vegetable seeds. 
Many of them aren’t really 
new. They are heirloom 
seeds brought back to abun- 


dancy by backyard garden¬ 
ers like you and me. 

We gardeners are a picky 
bunch, in reality. Oh sure, 
we’re an easy going type, 
but we do things our way, 
the same way, most of the 
time. Only if we hear it 
from someone we trust 
will we try switching to 
something. But varieties 
offer different things to 
different people. I want an 
abundance of bean harvest, 
stretched out over the sea¬ 
son. Others may want to 
get their harvest all at once. 
Look around online. It’s fun. 

Now, here are my three 
new picks for 2013, from 
Seeds of Change. The Jade 
Bush Bean is early, produc¬ 
tive, heat tolerant, has a 
tender pod, and requires no 
staking. Here’s a bell pepper 
that you can start in the 
spring. It’s called Big Red 
Sweet, has thick, sweet and 
crispy flesh and thrives in 
cool weather. 

Finally, I’m going to try 
the Abe Lincoln Tomato, 
not because you can suppos¬ 
edly perch a stovepipe hat 
on the top of one. I’m try¬ 
ing it because it is known 
for it’s sweet-acid flavor. It 
requires staking, but the 
fruits will be meaty like a 
beefsteak, with the bite you 
like. Plus, I like history and 
Honest Abe. 

So let’s get going. Order 
that seed. Gather your 
supplies and start those 
exercises now, because it’s

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What's on my mind: kids and their cell phones 


was walking through 
the Rotunda of our 
state’s capital right 
before Christmas and 
heard a young boy ask 
his father if Abe Lin¬ 
coln had a 
cell phone 
— true story 
“You see, 
in the old 
days people 
didn’t have 
mobile 
phones,” he 
began to 
explain. 

I could 
not pause 
to hear the 
rest. I was 
too struck that my past 
had already become 
someone else’s history. 
The young boy had the 
same look on his face as 
I did when my parents 
had told me about how 
they grew up with no 
television. OMG, was all 
I could say. 

And suddenly, in the 
blink of an eye, these 
wireless devices have 


taken over the world. 

Everywhere I go peo¬ 
ple have their phones 
pressed against their 
heads, ignoring all the 
human contact right 
there in front of them. 
Some of them have the 
invisible headsets that 
make it impossible to 
distinguish them from 
the crazies who talk to 
themselves in public. I 
find myself staying far 
from them for fear of 
the unknown. 

I remember the mid 
1980s when the only 
mobile phones were the 
ones that looked like 
you were going to call 
in an air strike to take 
out Charlie. 

My point? Mobile 
phones are prob¬ 
ably one of the best 
(or worst) examples of 
how technology can 
change the nature of 
social interaction, even 
how we view our world. 
Watch about any movie 
made before 1995 and 
you’ll see a hundred dif¬ 


ferent plot twists that 
would never have arisen 
had one of the adven¬ 
ture characters been 
carrying a phone. 

A killer white shark 
is stalking you on your 
broken down boat? Call 
611 or 911, or even The 
Turtle Man. Heck, you 
could even get the Coast 
Guard there in 15 min¬ 
utes or less, and airlift 
you and Captain Quinn 
out of there to go have a 
cocktail at JT’s. 

But the thing that 
is on my mind this 
week is teenagers and 
phones. As the parent 
of a 16- and 12-year- 
old I battle every day 
to get the attention of 
these two text masters. 
Most requests I make 
of them are repeated 
two or three times, and 
then the final threat of 
shutting off their device 
if they do not comply 
with my request. 

My daughter forgot 
her password the other 
day and one would have 


thought she just broke 
up with Justin Bieber, 
tears and hysteria fol¬ 
lowed by a temper tan¬ 
trum. 

We finally resolved 
the matter and her life 
as she knows it was 
restored. 

It seems when I was a 
child my parents would 
only ask me to do some¬ 
thing once. If I did not 
do it in a timely manner 
my father had a one 
handed move to remove 
his 44-inch belt like 
Zorro, and I might men¬ 
tion his “belt sword” was 
as accurate as Zorro’s, as 
frequently I had a “Z” 
across my buttocks. 

Still, kids do not look 
at you when spoken to 
today. The days of “sir” 
and “mam,” “please and 
thank you” seem to be 
few and far between. It 
seems all their attention 
is devoted to these wire¬ 
less devices. 

Funny I see them 
texting their friends as 
fast as they can but if I 


send a text to my kids 
odds are I never get a 
quick reply. They come 
out of the schools for 
pick up like stiff legged 
zombie’s texting and not 
looking where they are 
going. 

I suppose I can focus 
on the bright side of the 
technology issues. And 
of course if they don’t 
have these devices they 
get left behind technol¬ 
ogy wise, so I am told. 

But I still feel like 
something got lost along 
the way, and I guess I 
will just have to deal 
with it. 

Funny, as today I am 
sort of thankful for that 
discipline my parents 
provided. I am not sure 
where we all made the 
wrong turn, or if we did, 
but somehow this mod¬ 
ern world has given up 
on the old days of what 
my mother still calls 
“tough love.” 

I challenge you as a 
teen parent to have a 
meal at your home this 


week with no wireless 
devices. Try an hour 
of TV one evening 
with no wireless inter¬ 
ruption. Perhaps your 
text masters are not as 
dependent and addicted 
as mine, and you will 
feel good about their 
minimal need for such 
devices. 

I realize cell phones 
are an essential tool for 
everything from social 
networking to video 
games, and knowing my 
kids have cell phones 
provides a sense of secu¬ 
rity. 

But for a substantial 
number of teens con¬ 
trols must be set. 

I am still in search 
of that barometer and 
hope I find it.

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Although I could not 
find a specific chapter 
with the Department 
of the Interior on paint 
color, the guidelines do 
say “any new feature 
must match the old in 
design, color, texture, 
and other visual quali¬ 
ties, and where possible, 
materials.” 

It’s easier to look up 
specific standards for 
windows, roofs, addi¬ 
tions and the like online 
at http://www.nps.gov/ 
tips/. 

The website also 
includes individual 
case-by-case examples 
of appropriate and inap¬ 
propriate historic preser¬ 
vation. 

In essence, if your 


rehabilitation changes 
are compatible with the 
time period of the rest 
of the building, chances 
are it will meet design 
standards. 

Note: you will not 
receive a tax credit if 
your historic rehabili¬ 
tation project does not 
meet the Department of 
the Interior’s guidelines. 

So read carefully 
before you paint your 
tur n-of - the-century 
building neon green. 

If it’s not historically 
accurate, you may be 
out of luck. 

“I heard my insur¬ 
ance rates would 
increase if I live in the 
historic district.” 

Answer: No, your 
insurance rates or abili¬ 
ty to get insurance won’t 
be affected. Unless your 


house is falling down. 

This was question 
brought up during 
Planning and Zoning’s 
meeting last week by 
member Bryan Broth¬ 
ers, an insurance agent 
who said he heard if a 
community does not 
have a full-time fire 
department, rates went 
up for a home located in 
a historic district. 

So, is it true? Can 
your rates increase once 
you find yourself living 
in a historic district? 

To find out, I spoke 
with Stan Simmons, an 
insurance agent with 
State Farm in Lawrence- 
burg. 

Simmons said he has 
clients in Fayette and 
Woodford counties who 
live in historic districts, 
and in his experience, 
his customers receive 


same rate regardless. 

Sure, the status 
(whether volunteer or 
full-time) of your fire 
department and your 
home’s proximity to said 
fire department affects 
your insurance rates. 
That happens every¬ 
where. 

But there is no appar¬ 
ent correlation between 
a home with a location 
within a historic district 
and an increase in a 
homeowner’s insurance, 
according to Simmons. 

Essentially, your 
insurance company will 
make the determina¬ 
tion of acceptable risk 
for your residence after 
inspection. 

If the structure is too 
“risky” and hasn’t been 
upgraded properly for 
something like wiring, 
for example, homeown¬ 


ers may find themselves 
unable to receive insur¬ 
ance. Every insurance 
agency is different, how¬ 
ever, so make sure to 
double check with your 
agent. 

“What is the historic 
district?” 

Answer: Read. 

If you have more 
questions about the his¬ 
toric district, definitely 
take a look at the 2006 
city ordinance that set 
the current conversa¬ 
tion about the historic 
district in motion. 

The ordinance is 
easily available on the 
city’s website at www.

Water line breaks cause trouble for residents, workers 


Work continued Tuesday at train tracks 
at North Main and Center Street, Walker Lane

Two city water line 
breaks, one starting last 
Thursday and another 
on Monday, have caused 
problems for resi¬ 
dents, and the workers 
attempting to stem the 
leaks. 

Public Works Direc¬ 
tor Larry Hazlett 
reported at the city 
council’s meeting Mon¬ 
day night that workers 
are attempting to fix a 
water line break under¬ 
neath a section of the 
railroad tracks at the 
intersection of North 
Main and Center Street. 

The water line, 
installed in about the 
mid-40s, has caused 
problems for the public 
works department since 
last Thursday when the 
break was discovered 
and work began. 

“We’ve had a night¬ 
mare trying to get 
all the departments 
together,” Hazlett said, 
referring to getting rep¬ 
resentatives from the 
railroad company. 


existing line. 

There was also a 
break on a 6-inch line 
on Walker Lane on Mon¬ 
day morning that shut 
the system down again, 
with employees work¬ 
ing on the line since 9 
or 10 a.m. that morning, 
Hazlett added. 

As of Monday eve¬ 
ning, neither line break 
had been fixed, accord¬ 
ing to Hazlett. 

Hazlett said via 
e-mail Tuesday morning 
that a boil water advi¬ 
sory has been issued for 
all of Thoroughbred 
Estates, Walker Lane 
and Peachtree Estates, 
and will be in effect for 
another 18 to 24 hours 
from the time the water 
is back on. 

According to Hazlett, 
the water was turned 
back on for those water 
customers at 2 a.m. 
Tuesday morning. 

All residents would 
be notified of the boil 
water advisory through 
the one call gener¬ 
ated at the 911 center, 
Hazlett said.

For Roseanna Uhl, 
whose two lower fields 
were flooded by water 
break on North Main, it 
hasn’t been a picnic for 
her either.

Council ‘cleans up’ 
consent to annex ordi¬ 
nance 

The city council 
unanimously passed a 
first reading of a con¬ 
sent to annex ordinance 
that includes the back 8 
acres of the Lawrence¬ 
burg city park that 
were not shown as offi¬ 
cially annexed in previ¬ 
ous documents. 

According to Mayor 
Edwinna Baker, the Sec¬

The council also 
unanimously passed the 
first reading of an ordi¬ 
nance that authorizes 
the Code Enforcement 
Board to take on the 
duties of a Nuisance 
Enforcement Board. 

According to City 
Attorney Robert Myles, 
a lien against a property 
will now take priority 
over everything else, 
except for taxes, when 
it comes to enforcing 
nuisance codes in the 
city. That will protect 
the city, Myles said, 
and enables the board 
to protect dilapidated 
buildings. 


“As you can see, 
that gives considerable 
weight and impact,” he 
said. 

Myles said he has 
spoken to the current 
members of the Code 
Enforcement Board, 
and they have agreed 
to take on additional 
responsibility, but no 
additional payment will 
be given to members 
for enforcing nuisance 
offenses.

Zoners wants to shrink historic district, let owners opt out 


Members concerned over boundaries, design standards,'vague'language

A discussion on creating a historic 
district in Lawrenceburg led to more 
questions than answers for the plan¬ 
ning and zoning board last Tuesday 
night. 

What the board says it does know: 
Planning and Zoning can either 
recommend or not recommend the 
creation of a historic district in Law¬ 
renceburg. 

The board must hold a public 
hearing in February with affected 
property owners properly notified. 

The city council will have the 
final vote, and the ultimate power to 
establish the district, or dismiss the 
proposal entirely. 

What the board says it doesn’t 
know: Can it make the proposed his¬ 
toric area smaller? 

Can the board say “Yes, we want a 
historic district, but with the follow¬ 
ing conditions?” 

If so, does Planning and Zoning’s 
changes to the recommendation even 
have weight? 

“A zone change definitely has 
boundaries,” board member Jody 
Hughes said, adding he spoke with 
City Attorney Robert Myles about 
reducing the size of proposed district 
area. According to Hughes, Myles 
indicated to him the board would be 
able to recommend smaller boundar¬ 
ies for the historic district. 

“I don’t think it’d be anything out 
of the ordinary to suggest boundar¬ 
ies,” Hughes said. 

Board member Gary Mclnturf said 
during the board’s Jan. 8 meeting that 
his vote “hinges” on the final bound¬ 
aries of the historic district, later sug¬ 
gesting the board establish a smaller 
district and give property owners the 
option to join. 

“The boundaries have a great 
effect on my vote,” he said. 

Hughes, who said he feels the cre¬ 
ation of a historic district would be 
good for the community, later added 
that a “smaller footprint” would 
“limit the number of people who 
would get excited over this.” 

Anderson County residents have 
definitely been vocal over the pro¬ 
posed plans to create a historic dis¬ 
trict, the current boundaries of which 
stretch north from the former Early 
Childhood Center on Main Street 
to the south at Carlton Drive and 
include sections of Court Street, East 
Woodford Street and College Street. 

About 80 people attended the first 
public hearing on the historic district 
in December 2011. Several argued 
the historic district would create an 
undue financial burden on those who 
could not meet the commission’s his¬ 
toric design standards, or limit reno¬ 
vations and property owners’ rights. 

“I enjoy restoring old things,” Kerry 
Padyn of 341 South Main said, speak¬ 
ing to the five-member commission 


in December 2011. “We want to keep 
the original windows. I don’t want 
to lose my property rights as a hom¬ 
eowner. I don’t want the government, 
or a committee of local government, 
to come into my home. We have 
enough government.” 

Others cautioned that without 
the historic district, downtown Law¬ 
renceburg would continue to further 
deteriorate. 

George Geoghegan, newly sworn-in 
council member and former chair¬ 
man of the historic district commis¬ 
sion, said in an interview with The 
Anderson News that commission 
members understand some properties 
cannot be maintained to its exact his¬ 
torical character. 

“They’re presuming that the his¬ 
toric district commission is not going 
to let them substitute something 
else,” Geoghegan said of property 
owners. “I think that’s an assumption 
that may not be true. There is more 
than one way to skin a cat.” 

Planning and Zoning Board mem¬ 
ber Freddy Carter brought up that 
point during last week’s meeting, stat¬ 
ing the historic district commission’s 
purpose was no different than the 
planning and zoning board. 

“It’s not cut and dry, ‘Hey, you can’t 
tear that building down,”’ Carter said. 
“They can decide that, but you don’t 
know what it is. (An application for 
changes) has to go before them.” 

Bluegrass Area Development Dis¬ 
trict Regional Planner Beth Jones said 
the zoning would remain the same. 

A business classified as B-l would 
still be B-l if the historic district were 
established; the creation of a district 
would be a zone overlay. 

“There are people willing to pay 
good money to live in a nice house 
in a neighborhood where they know 
that their neighbors can’t come in 
and make the neighborhood go to 
pot,” Jones, a non-voting member of 
the board, said during last week’s 
meeting. “It’s just the same as HO A, as 
home owners association restrictions 
in private, gated neighborhoods.” 

Board chair Betty Webb, the only 
member of the Planning and Zon¬ 
ing Commission who currently lives 
within the proposed historic district, 
disagreed. 

“In this situation, you’re told what 
you can and cannot do,” Webb said, 
referring to historic district standards. 

Although the ordinance states 
additional regulations may be supple¬ 
mented in addition to Secretary of 
the Interior historic rehabilitation 
standards, the five-member historic 
district commission has set no addi¬ 
tional guidelines. 

If it does, any changes must be sub¬ 
ject to a public hearing and comment 
from the Planning and Zoning Board 
as well as the city council. 

The historic district ordinance, 
passed in 2006, lists its purpose is to 
effect and accomplish “the preserva¬ 


tion, protection, perpetuation, and use 
of historic districts, landmarks, and 
landmark sites.” 

Other parts of this ordinance, as 
well as the commission’s recommen¬ 
dation, needs clarification from the 
city attorney and the commission 
before the February public hearing, 
Jones said. 

Some of the conditions she suggest¬ 
ed include placing a member of Plan¬ 
ning and Zoning on the historic com¬ 
mission; allowing Planning and Zon¬ 
ing to participate in writing design 
standards; and making a boundary 


recommendation such as the area 
defined as the downtown core district 
in the county’s comprehensive plan. 

City Attorney Robert Myles said 
Planning and Zoning can recom¬ 
mendation whatever it wants to, but 
whether or not the city council will 
give the recommendation, and its 
attached conditions, any weight is up 
to the council. 

“We can have an historical district, 
but let’s just have (property owners) 
have a choice,” Hughes said.

Tax credits? 

If you live in a historic district or your 
building is a certified landmark on the 
National Register of Historic Places, you're 
in luck. 

Homeowners can currently apply and 
receive state tax credits, or a dollar-for- 
dollar income tax reduction, for renovat¬ 
ing an historic home, according to the 
Kentucky Heritage Council website. 

Homeowners (or those rehabilitating any 
owner-occupied structure considered to 
be a historic landmark or within a historic 
district) must spend $20,000 at minimum 
on expenses within two years to receive a 
state tax credit. 

Those homeowners can receive 30 percent 
of qualified rehabilitation expenses, with 
the tax credit not exceeding $60,000. 

Businesses, non-profits and government 


organizations are also eligible to receive 
tax credits for their commercial, indus¬ 
trial, income-producing or other historic 
properties. 

These property owners foot a minimum 
$20,000 rehabilitation bill or expenses 
equal to the adjusted basis, depending 
on which expense is higher. 

The tax credit received is equal to 20 per¬ 
cent of expenses and can be no greater 
than $400,000 for the agreed two-year 
renovation period. 

A 20 percent federal tax credit for rehab 
expenses is also available for certified 
income-producing properties, according 
to the Kentucky Heritage Council website. 
Homeowners cannot receive this federal 
tax credit, but other property owners are 
eligible to receive both federal and state 
historic preservation tax credits. 


As of Feb. 2012, $5 million had been set 
aside for all Kentucky taxpayers for his¬ 
toric preservation tax credits; however, 
if projects exceed the $5 million cap, a 
formula will determine amount of credit 
per project, which may be less than the 
30 or 20 percent tax credit available for 
homeowners and other property owners, 
respectively. 

For more detailed information on the stan¬ 
dards and application process necessary 
to be eligible for the Kentucky Historic 
Preservation Tax Credit, visit heritage. 
ky.gov/incentives. 

What's next? 

After the planning and zoning commission 
makes its final vote, its decision — for 
or against the establishment of a historic 
district — will come before the city 


council. 

If planning and zoning approves of the dis¬ 
trict, it must amend the comprehensive 
plan and zoning map to include the des¬ 
ignated historic district area, according to 
city ordinance. 

Once the planning and zoning's comments 
come to the council, the council has only 
60 days to establish a historic district. 

If it votes to enact a historic district despite 
a negative vote from the planning and 
zoning commission, the council has the 
authority to request planning and zoning 
to reconsider its earlier decision, includ¬ 
ing changes to the comprehensive plan 
and zoning map. 

Designation of the historic district can only 
take effect once those steps are taken, 
according to the ordinance. 

If the council takes no action within 60 


days, the historic district commission 
recommendation to create the historic 
district would be considered officially 
approved by law. 

Want to go? 

The planning and zoning commission is 
required by law to hold a public hearing 
before it makes it final yes or no vote on 
the historic district recommendation.

Law shows the need for salvation, paradox of Christian faith 


W hen my young¬ 
est daughter 
first moved 
away from home and 
I realized I could not 
control

with me), I Kennedy

liant idea. - 

She was 
home for a 

visit and when I brought 
her to the airport I said, 
“Let me give you a list of 
everything I think you 
should and shouldn’t do 
and then you can just 
do everything on the 
list and we’ll both live 
happily ever after, espe¬ 
cially me.” 

Without even a pause 
to consider my great 
idea she said no — not 
even “no thanks.” 

She rolled her eyes 
and said no, hugged me 
goodbye and got on the 
plane back to Charlotte. 

It’s not as if my list 
would be burdensome. 
Just things like: Make 
your bed every day and 
keep your room clean. 
Hold onto your cell 


phone so you don’t keep 
dropping it in water. 

Learn to make rice 
and beans so you’ll 
never go hungry. Don’t 
let your emotions lead 
you to make foolish 
decisions. Learn to say 
“I’m sorry” quickly. Be 
known for your forgive¬ 
ness and mercy toward 
others. 

Love Jesus. Love the 
church. Call your mom 
so she knows you’re 
alive. Learn from other 
people’s mistakes and 
spare yourself some 
grief. I could go on, but 
you get the picture. 

The bottom line is, 
while I do have control- 
freakish tendencies, 
the rules I want to give 
my daughter are only 
to keep her safe. I want 
her to thrive, stay out of 
trouble and avoid heart¬ 
ache. 

However, there’s a 
problem. Giving some¬ 
one a list of rules and 
hoping he or she will (a.) 
appreciate the gesture 
and (b.) actually follow 
the rules and be happy 
about doing so is unre¬ 
alistic and an exercise in 
futility. 

People tend to bristle 
at rules and being told 
what to do. 

Last week as I walked 
into McDonald’s for 


coffee I noticed a “Wet 
Paint. Do Not Touch” 
sign taped to a freshly 
painted wall of golden 
yellow bricks. 

Truly, I never would 
have even considered 
touching the bricks. I 
probably would never 
have noticed them at 
all if it weren’t for the 
sign. But just reading 
“Do Not Touch” made 
me want to touch, and 
I would have just to see 
if, indeed, the paint was 
wet. However, there 
was a man with a paint 
brush nearby. 

I told him I wanted 
to touch the bricks just 
because the sign said not 
to. He said I wouldn’t 
be the first to do so and 
that he’d already seen 
quite a few do it — a 
blatant disregard for the 
sign. 

“What if you don’t 
put any sign up? Then 
maybe no one would 
touch,” I suggested. 

He replied, “That 
won’t work, because 
what if you lean up 
against the wet paint 
and get it all over you? I 
have to warn you.” 

I agreed with him — 
and did not touch the 
wet paint. But I really 
wanted to. 

Recently, I read a 
sermon by Guy Caley, 


an Assemblies of God 
pastor in Missouri, in 
which he talked about 
the purpose for the law 
of God. Paraphrasing 
the apostle Paul, he said 
that “the law required 
more than we could do, 
and incurs a curse if not 
rigidly followed forever. 
And the law itself has 
the ability to make us 
want to disobey.” 

As Paul had said, he 
didn’t know he coveted 
until the law told him 
not to do so. That’s part 
of the curse of the law. 

“The law is not able 
to work salvation, nor to 
change human hearts,” 
Caley said. “All that 
it is able to do is show 
the need for salvation.” 
That, however, may be 
one of the law’s great 
blessings. 

It’s a paradox of the 
Christian faith — God 
gave us laws to follow, 
knowing that we can’t 
and wouldn’t even want 
to. But in his gracious 
and merciful wisdom 
he also gave us Jesus 
who did follow them 
and did so willingly. 

Not only that, God then 
allowed us, the law 
breakers, to get credit 
for Christ’s law keeping. 
That’s what “saved by 
grace” means. 

As for the law, every¬ 


thing God says to do or 
not do is not because 
he’s a control freak or 
that he wants to keep us 
from enjoying life, but 
for our own good. Like 
a painter putting up a 


“Wet Paint” sign. Like a 
mom wanting to keep 
her daughter safe.

Unlikely bomb 
buries Bearcats 

Smith's triple-double goes for naught in 2 0T loss

Just when you thought you had seen everything 
in 40 minutes of high school basketball -186 points, a 
triple-double that turned out to be in a losing effort, 

81 free throws, 60 fouls and countless 
skipped heartbeats - maybe the most 
unlikely game-winning shot you will 
ever see banged off the south backboard 
at Anderson County High School’s gym 
and through the net. 

Mercer County rejoiced at its 96-93 
win over a stunned group of Anderson 
County players, made possible when 
Louis Price, who had scored just two 
points though regulation and nearly two full over¬ 
times, launched an unorthodox shot from beyond the 
top of the key as players and fans of both teams held 
their breaths. 

Jubilation for some. Dismay for the many who had 
come to see a home-standing Bearcat team that had 
come into the game with a 12-1 record. 

Price’s second basket of the night put a dagger 
through a Herculean effort from Anderson’s Jay 
Smith, who tallied 23 points, pulled in 15 rebounds and 
handed out 12 assists. It is unclear when an Anderson 
player last turned in a triple-double. 

But the stat that mattered most said it was still not 
enough. 

“They banked in a three to win it,” sighed Anderson 
coach Glen Drury. “(Price) wasn’t the one they prob¬ 
ably wanted to shoot. He was just the one that ended 
up with the ball.” 

Price had taken just one other shot - a layup after 
coming up with a steal under his own basket - all 
night. On a night when both teams had lost four key 
players to fouls, it was appropriate to have an unlikely 
hero at the end. 

“You have to give Mercer County a lot of credit,” 
Drury said. “They have a really good team.” 

Anderson found that out quickly as the Titans, now 
11-7, blitzed to a 16-0 lead before the Bearcats’ Austin

senger, who was also covering 
the matchup of two of the top 
girls’ basketball programs in 
central Kentucky. 

We knew that Eriel McKee 
was about to become the all- 
time leading scorer in Ander¬ 
son girls’ basketball history. 

And in its own way, that 
simple basket, Eriel’s 10 th point 
of the night and the 1,633 rd of 
her career, or one more than 
the record her cousin, Santana 
McKee Myers, had held since 
2004, might have summarized 
the excellence McKee has 
shown nearly every game since 
she first put on an Anderson 
varsity jersey as a seventh- 
grader four years ago. 

Several of the Lady Bearcats 
were ailing, so McKee took 
over, scoring 18 more points. 

“That’s just Eriel,” Anderson 
coach Tony Kays said in his 
post-game comments. “Eriel is 
more concerned about winning 
than (personal) records. We will 
recognize her for it soon. 

“One day, she will look back 
and see this as a big thing.” 

We don’t know if the quiet 
junior had known she was 
about to pass her cousin’s 
record or not. 

We do know McKee has 
been one one of the main cogs, 
but certainly not the only one, 
on a Lady Bearcat team that is 
showing it is not only capable 
making the expected return to 
the Sweet 16 - Anderson went 
in 2010 when McKee started as 
an eighth-grader - but could 
do major damage once it gets 
there. 

“That’s just how Eriel is,” 
Kays said. “She cares most 
about the team.” 

The Lady Bearcat coaching 
staff had known for some time 
that McKee was getting close 
and made sure Santana, who 
also played for Kays, would be 
there when the Lady Bearcats 
hosted Collins on Jan. 4. Eriel 
came up nine points short 
that night, so with the Lady 
Bearcats playing three straight 
games on the road, it was cer¬ 
tain that the record would 
fall away from McKee’s home 
court.

Later, coach Tony 
Kays admitted that the 
players in question were a 
bit under the weather. Still, 
somehow, the Lady Bearcats 
fought through that too. 

“We have a little sickness, 
but that happens,” Kays said. 
“One of our strengths is sup¬ 
posed to be our bench, so we 
expect kids to come out and 
fill that void.” 

Anderson, ranked as high 
as No. 2 in the state coming 
in, rallied from a third-quar¬ 
ter deficit to hand a deter¬ 
mined Mercer - a team that 
had won eight of its last nine 
games - its first home loss 
since Dec. 30,2011, when the 
Lady Titans fell to Marion 
County.

The Anderson County 
boys’ basketball team can

Bearcats defeat Carroll County 

Jay Smith, Austin Cummins and Christian Estes scored 16 points each as Anderson County 
defeated Carroll County 63-54 in boys'basketball action Thursday night in Carrollton. 

The Bearcats led all four quarter stops but were unable to pull away until the final eight 
minutes when they outscored the Panthers 24-19. Cummins and Estes both scored eight 
points in the final frame. 

"Carroll County has a nice ball club," Anderson coach Glen Drury said. "They have an all¬ 
region player in Trey Boles and a nice guard (Jay Damron)." 

Boles led all scorers with 19 points while Damron scored 18. 

"Carroll played really good compared to when I had seen them," Drury said. "We did a 
good job matching their intensity. I want to give them a lot of credit. They were without 
one of their better players." 

Center Dallas Gibson (6-5), who had been counted on to provide an inside presence for 
the Panthers, did not suit up. 

Anderson improved to 12-1 while Carroll, a team that some feel has a chance to win the 
Eighth Region All-A championship, fell to 9-7. 


BOYS 
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Cummins swished a three- 
pointer just short of five 
minutes in. Mercer’s Russell 
Sims hit a trio of threes in the 
game-opening blitz. 

“Our kids didn’t realize 
that Mercer County was 
really good,” Drury said. 
“These two clubs are friends. 
We played to be friendly 
and they played to win. We 
wanted to talk more than we 
wanted to win. 

“They came in here to beat 
Anderson County. We came in 
thinking, ‘Well, it is OK. They 
are my friends.’” 

Drury, who has won more 
than 400 games at Anderson, 
had already burned a timeout 
just 59 seconds into the game 
to let his charges know that 
attitude was not acceptable. 
By that time, Mercer already 
led 7-0. 

“We didn’t match their 
intensity early,” he said. “Give 
Mercer a lot of credit. They 
came out ready and really 
fiery with the energy that we 
normally have been having. 
We have to learn our lesson 
in coming out and matching 
their intensity.” 

By taking it to overtime, 
Anderson finally did match, 
and perhaps exceed, Mercer’s 
fire. But it was too late. 

The Bearcats drew within 
36-33 by halftime, then after 
falling behind 58-49 when 
Mercer’s John Ingram, who 
led his team with 24 points, 
sank the first of two free 
throws following a flagrant 
foul called on Cummins. 

Sims had been called for 
a technical foul on the same 
play and Smith hit both free 
throws to keep Anderson 
within striking distance at 
58-51. 

But the Bearcats never 
caught up until Smith drove 
for a bucket to tie things at 67 
with 2:02 to play. 

Mercer answered with 
Blake Pennington burying 
a three from the left corner 
and Will Hager hitting a free 
throw over the next minute. 

“I want to again credit 
Mercer County,” Drury said. 
“We made our runs and they 
answered. 

“At the same time, I want 
to give our guys a lot of credit 
too. After we got going, our 
intensity was high. I am 
really proud of our kids not 
folding. 

“It could have been a blow¬ 
out. We had an opportunity 
to win.” 

Cummins, who scored 15 
points off the bench, pulled 
Anderson within one when 


he bombed in a three, then 
after Hager hit the first of 
two free throws, Anderson’s 
Darius Harvey tied it at 72 on 
a put back with 17 seconds to 
play. 

Mercer frantically tried to 
end things in regulation but 
missed four shots in the final 
14 seconds. 

When Cummins buried yet 
another three, this one from 
NBA-range, Anderson took its 
first lead, 79-77, with 1:34 to 
go in the first overtime. Pen¬ 
nington, however, tied things 
with a drive 14 seconds later. 

Two free throws first from 
Luke Mann, who led Ander¬ 
son with 27 points, then from 
Smith, seemed to put Ander¬ 
son in the driver’s seat with 
47.6 seconds left, but Mercer 
hit 5-of-6 free throws and 
took advantage of an Ander¬ 
son turnover in the next 36 
seconds to tie things at 84. 

Anderson called time with 
10.9 seconds left in overtime, 
but Smith, who turned in his 
first triple-double with 15 
rebounds and 12 assists, was 
unable to get a good look for 
the game-winner, instead fir¬ 


ing a rushed three from the 
right corner. 

The second extra frame 
saw five lead changes. Mann, 
who had turned in perhaps 
his finest overall outing as 
a varsity player, went to the 
line with his team down 
93-92 with 12.9 seconds to 
play. The junior, who had hit 
five straight charity tosses, 
saw his first free throw rim 
out before hitting his second 
to tie things. Mann hit 7-of-9 
on the night. 

As a team, though, Ander¬ 
son hit just 27-of-43. “If you 
want to win anything big, it 
comes down to hitting foul 
shots and matching inten¬ 
sity,” Drury noted. 

Mercer also had plenty of 
opportunities to put things 
away at the line, but hit just 
24-of-39. 

But the Titans also hit 10 
from beyond the three-point 
arc, including the unlikely 
game-winner. 

Drury sighed, then cracked 
a bit of an exasperated smile. 
“It was a shame anyone had 
to lose that high school bas¬ 
ketball game. It was highly- 


entertaining. If you didn’t like 
the entertainment of that 
game, you don’t like basket¬ 
ball.”

The preliminary junior 
varsity game also went dou¬ 
ble overtime with Anderson 
winning, 71-67. Josh Brown 
led Anderson with 24 points 
while Harvey scored 11.
